CHEMISTRY LECTURE SERIES 


This year’s lecturer for the Reuben Benjamin 
Sandin Lecture Series, sponsored by the 
Department of Chemistry, will be EMANUEL 
VOGEL, Professor of Organic Chemistry 
at the University of Cologne, West Germany. 


The lectures will be on May 19, 20, 21, 
and 22 at 11 a.m. in Room V-107 of the 
Physical Sciences Complex. The topic of 
Professor Vogel’s lectures on May 19 and 
20 will be “Aromatic 10 z-Electron Systems.” 
Part I will be on May 19 and Part II 
on May 20. Parts [I and II of “Aromatic and 
Non-Aromatic 14 7 Systems” will be given 
on May 21 and 22 respectively. All are 
welcome to attend. 

Professor Vogel completed his PhD at the 
University of Karlsruhe and pursued 
postdoctoral work at the University of Glasgow 
and at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology before being appointed a 
Privatdozent at the University of Karlsruhe. 
As a result of his outstanding early work, he 
was asked, at the age of thirty-three, to 
assume his present position, succeeding the 
late Professor Kurt Alder. Professor Vogel’s 
*onorary lectureships include Distinguished 

iting Professor at Fordham University; 
Kharasch Visiting Professor, University 
of Chicago; and Reilly Lecturer, University of 
Notre Dame.

TWO MORE UTILITIES CONTRACTS 


The Provincial Department of Public Works 
will be awarding two more contracts for 
utility work on campus within the next few 
weeks. 

Whissel Enterprises Limited will be the 
contractor for phase 5b of the Sewerage 
System Program, with their bid of $144,985. 
Sewer work on 89 Avenue east of 112 Street 
and including a lateral branch to the Law 
Centre site will cause closure of the 
street after mid-May. This block of 89 Avenue 
will not be repaved or reopened as a 
thoroughfare; traffic studies indicate it can 
be eliminated in view of long range 
development of the area. Installation of this 
sewer requires that the sewer and water 
serving the Tuck Shop be cut; for this reason 
the Tuck Shop will be closed permanently. 
The other section of the sewer in the 
vicinity of 87 Avenue and 112 Street is 
expected to cause little or no disruption to 
traffic as the intention is to tunnel the 
sewer under 87 Avenue. 

The other work, phase 2 of the Water 
Distribution System, will be contracted by 
Alta-West Construction Limited. Their 
low bid was $186,716. The schedule of the 
work is: 

Section across Physical Education grounds— 
May, 1970; section on 112 Street, 84 
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Avenue to 87 Avenue—May 15 to June 30; 
section east of the Jubilee Auditorium— 
July 6 to July 31; section in vicinity of 
Aberhart Sanitorium, Veterans’ Nursing Home, 
W. W. Cross Institute—July 15 to October 31; 
section east of Corbett Hall—June 15 to 
July 15; section on 114 Street northeast of 
Nurses’ Residence—June 15 to July 15. 
These dates have been set wherever possible 
to occur at times of minimum traffic in or 
use of the area. Nevertheless, watch for 
detours, temporary one way streets and so 
forth.
